It had been said that Chins. waa 
undermined and threatened with 
economic ruin by the incréasing 
amount of “ squecre”? that was go 
ing on. Money was too much for 
an , whatever their nation- 
ality, and it was only human 
nature that men should fall victims 
to the lustre of money. . ; 


Strange to soy, ‘the: nati 
characteristic of the Chinese, .vs:., 
their love of their family, was the 
chief obstacle in the. way of.ropid 
reform; the late Dr. Sun had said, 
“Tt we can loarn to love our coun- 
try as wo love our family we shall 
be all right as a nation.” Bertrand 
Russell had said that avarice, 
callousness, and cowardice were the 
three great defects in the Chinese 
character. Theso three defects were 
almost entirely duo.to the in- 
ordinate love of family. 


Chinese were avaricious because 
they had to obtain money, to meet 
the obligations eutitled dy family 
ties, The ‘Westerner, with bis in 
dividuslism; did. not care so much 
for others. With the Chinese, it 
wos’ different. They thought more 
of their families than’ of themselves. 


Callousness, 


Then. there came the charge of 
callousness.’ We would ‘find: that 
Chinese ethics were based on mutual 
devotion and therefore callousness 
would seem a contradiction in 
terms. And yst he had to admit 
that thene was an appearance’ of 
callousness in the everyday conduct 
of the Chinese, Why'was this de- 
veloped to auch a marked degree f. 
It was mainly due to harsh laws. If, 
for instance, in many districts, 2 per- 
som fell down ill in the street, those 
onlookers who went to his nasistance 
frequently found: ¢hemselves: in 
‘Court because .the person's ‘illness 
been due to illegal 
cause.
